A FORMER club building 
that has long been a target 
for vandalism is to be given a 
new lease of life as a live 
music venue and recording 
studio, it has been revealed. 

The Conservative Club, in 
New Road, Stourbridge, 
closed its doors in 2007 and 
has remained disused since 
then. 

But signs have now gone 
up at the distinctive white 
building announcing the 
new venue, called Moochers 
Jailhouse, will open soon. 

It will include a bar, areas 
for live music and a record¬ 
ing studio that will help up 
and coming bands from the 
area. 

A Facebook site has been 
set up asking for bands 
interested in performing or 
staging a recording session 
to get in touch. 

Recruitment for staff has 
also started. 

Work has now started to 
convert the building to its 
new use. 

Workers were seen at the 
venue last week and it is 
expected to open later this 
year. 

It is not the first time the 
site has been used for live 
music as bands performed 
there in the 1960s, including 
The Banned which featured 
a young Robert Plant.

vow on 
post office 
reopening 

AN MP has vowed to keep fighting to get a 
post office reopened in a Black Country 
village after bosses promised to look into the 
effect its controversial closure had three 
years ago. 

The Post Office Ltd has pledged to inves¬ 
tigate the possibility of reopening facilities 
in Quarry Bank after Stourbridge MP 
Margot James raised the matter with Min¬ 
ister for Postal Affairs Norman Lamb MP 

Ms James urged the Minister to consider 
reopening a branch or Post Office counter in 
the village, which traders say has been hit 
by the closure in 2008. 

Bosses will carry out an analysis of the 
impact of reopening a post office there and 
the effect closing down the facility had. 

The study will explore the potential effect 
on neighbouring branches and whether new 
facilities in Quarry Bank would have an 
“unacceptably adverse” effect on nearby 
branches. 

The findings will then be shared with the 
MP when the process is complete. 

She said: “I will continue to work to press 
the Post Office and argue the case for a 
return of services to the area. 

“I am delighted the Post Office Ltd has 
committed to undertake this review into the 
viability of more facilities in Quarry Bank.”

School to 
close day 
of pupil's 
funeral 

A WORDSLEY school will 
close for a day for pupils and 
staff to attend the funeral of 
an eight-year-old who died 
suddenly hours after an 
asthma attack. 

Counsellors were brought 
in at Fairhaven Primary, in 
Barnett Lane, to comfort 
Owen Jeremy’s friends and 
teachers as the sad news of 
the tragedy was broken to 
them. 

Head teacher Dave Rowe, 
who described Owen as a 
“lovely, very lively” boy who 
enjoyed playing football, has 
decided to close the school as 
a mark of respect on June 
15, when the funeral will 
take place at Gornal Wood 
Crematorium at 11.40am. 

Owen, who lived with his 
parents, David and Rowena, 
in Wordsley, had passed his 
50 metre swimming badge 
and played football on the 
day leading up to the 
tragedy, despite having been 
“wheezy” for a few weeks. 

On the afternoon of May 
23, school staff called his 
parents because he was 
wheezing and they took him 
to Russells Hall Hospital, 
Dudley, where he later suf¬ 
fered a cardiac arrest and 
was certified dead. 

Mr Rowe, headteacher at 
Fairhaven Primary for five 
years, said: “All of us in the 
school community are 
absolutely shocked and dev¬ 
astated. He was a lovely 
little boy - very lively - and 
enjoyed playing football.”

“We are keen to make sure that young¬ 
sters of all ages are involved in the steering 
committee and will soon meet as a steering 
group to engage with Dudley Council, 
Stourbridge MP Margot James and others 
about trying to identify a site for a skate 
park. 

“Then we would set about raising the 
money for a park, which could be anything 
from £100,000 to £200,000. 

“It won’t happen overnight and we 
would be over the moon if we could have a 
park built in three years’ time,’’added Mr 
Eden.

A DOG may be considered 
man’s best friend but 
history, it can be argued, 
was written on the back of 
the horse! 

Humans and horses, have, 
throughout the centuries, been 
inextricably linked and the horse 
has had a far greater affect upon the 
course of human development than 
any other animal. 

They carried soldiers into war, 
were messengers relaying post 
from town to town, ploughed the 
soil, moved goods and people and, 
without the horse, the Industrial 
Revolution might very well have 
spluttered to a halt! 

Horses were the engines of the 
1900s and horsepower drove 
forward the economic might of the 
Black Country. They were used as

draught animals to haul narrow 
boats loaded with goods on the 
canals, drag heavy coal carts and 
pull trams, carriages, milk floats, 
delivery wagons and fire engines. 

Shire horses and Clydesdales 
were the ‘front wheel’ drive articu¬ 
lated lorries of the 20th century! 

Half leg ponies, (those that stood 
around 14 to 15 hands high) were 
used as cart horses, boat horses, 
bank horses and in some areas pit 
ponies. Bank horses (known as 
bonk ’osses) would stay at the base 
of the hill all day in readiness to 


haul heavy cargo to the top of the 
hill - for a modest fee! 

The tip cart was widely used in 
those days delivering sand, steel, 
coal and limestone. 

Diane Easthope, horse-handler 
at Black Country Living Museum 
said: “One horse had to pull up to 
three ton of weight. Tip cart’s had 
to be loaded carefully - if the weight 
was too far back it could lift the 
horse off the ground. If it was too 
far forward it could push the horse 
over.” 

Horse drawn canal boats were 
used on the waterways - the ‘origi¬ 
nal motorway’ system of the Black 
Country. These were long distance 
journeys and all the family would 
be on board. A good horse would 
cost around £25 to £30 and was 
often considered more important 
than the children!

If the council intends to work with 
the Heathens to find a new home, it 
should consider the problem this has 
already caused and not miss what could 
be the last opportunity they have 
before momentum is lost. There may 
well be a plan for Castle Gate, but plans 
can be refined and Dudley could end up 
with the best of both worlds.

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Enter stage left-firm 
comes to theatre’s aid 


Fire decision due 


A LONG-ESTABLISHED theatre group that faced an uncertain 
future over its prop storage unit being demolished has been saved 
by a local business. 

Dudley Little Theatre, created in 1947, appealed for help to find 
new premises before the end of May. 

It is using a site in Pelham Street, Wolverhampton, but it is being 
knocked down as part of a new housing development. 

Now the owners of Anchor Self Storage have offered a unit at a 
reduced rent. The group was looking for somewhere within easy 
access of Netherton Arts Centre, where its performances are held, 
and member John Lucock says the new site will be “perfect”. 

Storage manager Scott Millington came forward after the theatre 
group’s plight was reported earlier this month. 

The theatre company has been given one of the biggest units on 
the site for the same rent it paid in Wolverhampton. 

The firm has hundreds of units in Netherton, just yards from the 
arts centre. 

Mr Millington said: “I read the article and I hated the thought of 
them being left with nowhere to keep their props. This isn’t a finan¬ 
cial thing for us. The theatre group is really important for the com¬ 
munity and we wanted to help them.” 


A FINAL decision on 
the site for a new £3 
million fire station 
covering Cradley 
Heath and Halesowen 
will be made this 
month.

“We were assured that 
the time for first respond¬ 
ing crews would be five 
minutes and second 
responders within seven 
minutes and this is a crucial 
issue. 

“I would be most con¬ 
cerned if these were not 
maintained and if there was 
any lengthening in the 
response times.” 


Friendly rating is a 
surprise for cyclists 


STUNNED cyclists in Dudley have 
called for more routes after their 
town was ranked a surprise seventh 
in a poll of 60 ‘cycle-friendly’ towns 
and cities. 

The town was rated to offer more 
for two-wheelers than in neighbour¬ 
ing Birmingham, Wolverhampton 
and Walsall in the new cyclists’ 
survey compiled by finance group 
Virgin Money. 

Factors considered included bike 
thefts, accidents and serious injuries 
involving cyclists and availability of 
cycling routes and repair centres. 

Mystified cycling clubs have long 
campaigned for an improved path 
network. 

Dudley Cyclist Touring Club secre¬ 


tary Graham Fones said: “I am sur¬ 
prised. “I think much more could be 
done to help the growing number of 
cyclists on the town’s roads. 

“Too many cycle paths are parked 
on by motorists which mean cyclists 
have to dangerously swerve on to the 
road. More segregated cycle paths 
are needed. 

“That and the increased traffic on 
the town’s roads, I don’t quite under¬ 
stand how it has been judged ‘cycle- 
friendly’.” 

Dudley Council spokesman Louise 
Kavanagh said 17 new routes were 
introduced in the past two years. 

She added aroute parallel to the 
Dudley southern by-pass was 
planned.

WORKING men’s clubs were 
once the social fabric of our 
nation. 

In popular sitcoms of the 1970s, char¬ 
acters such as Selwyn Froggitt rarely 
seemed to be out of them. 

Comedians of the time, such as Jim 
Bowen, Mike Reid and Charlie 
Williams, built careers out of them. 

Today, these great British institu¬ 
tions are disappearing fast. Thirty years 
ago there were 4,000 clubs dotted 
around the UK. Now there are 2,000. 

“I would say we have lost around 20 
per cent of our clubs over the last seven 
or eight years,” says Malcolm Edwards, 
secretary of the Midland Counties 
Entertainment Council. 

Malcolm, a stalwart of the club 
circuit, speaks from experience. Brier- 
ley Hill Labour Club, where he was a 
member for 30 years, closed in 2010. 

He is now involved with Netherton 
Sports and Social Club, formerly 
Netherton Liberal Club. 

As the Working Men’s Club and Insti¬ 
tute Union (CIU) prepares to celebrate 
its 150th anniversary this year, the 
number of affiliated clubs in the West 
Midlands is down to 119, compared to 
211 in 1998. Malcolm fears for the 
future of remaining clubs. 

Problems 

“I would say in two to three years’ 
time there will be 50 per cent of the 
clubs in this region,” he says bleakly. 

Part of the problem is, he says, that 
teenagers no longer come into the clubs 
with their parents. 

“They don’t want social clubs, they 
want wine bars,” he says. 

“Our son was brought up with social 
clubs, but he wouldn’t be seen dead in 
them now. He’s 26 now.” 

Ruth Cherrington, who runs the 
Clubhistorians.co.uk website, is one of

the generation that grew up with the 
West Midland social club scene. “Some 
of my earliest childhood memories are 
of being taken to the local working 
men’s club,” she says. “We were just an 
ordinary working-class family, we lived 
in a council house and there wasn’t 
much room, so it was almost like an 
extension of our living room.” 

Ruth, who is writing a book about the 
history and future of the clubs, agrees 
getting younger people involved is 
crucial to their survival. 

“The clubs which are doing well are 
doing things like putting Indie music 
nights on to bring younger people in,” 
she says. “They have to look at doing 
things like the curry nights they do in 
Wetherspoons, or Sunday lunches. 

Clubs, like pubs, have also suffered 


from the smoking ban, rising beer 
duties, and cut-price competition 
from supermarkets. But Ruth says 
another difficulty clubs face is that 
while they have traditionally been run 
by members with little business expe¬ 
rience, they are increasingly under 
pressure to operate along commercial 
lines. 

One of the more radical changes in 
the fight for survival has taken place 
at Codsall Legionaires Club. 

After finding itself in financial diffi¬ 
culties 18 months ago, the club 
allowed its function room to be turned 
into a pet shop. Member Glynne Owen 
already owned a pet shop in the 
village, and when he wanted to 
expand, he bought the room from the 
club. 

“It’s worked well for everyone,” 
says club president Dicky Bennett. 

He says the clubs which do best are 
the ones located in close-knit commu¬ 
nities, with lots of people nearby. 

One thing that everyone seems to 
agree with is our communities will be 
much the poorer if they lose them.

Susan’s dream comes true 

I Dreamed A Dream, Birmingham Hippodrome

FUNNY man Simon Amstell’s routine may 
be hilarious but is not so much stand-up as 
lie down and call the counsellor. 

He has called this tour Numb, because he 
says the word describes his suppression and 
inability to communicate. Cue self-deprecat¬ 
ing tales of his relationship with his father, 
lovers, celebrity friends and world at large. 

Some leave you crying with laughter - 
others with a hope that, at 32, he isn’t taking 


life as seriously as he suggests. His stories 
are told with the same natural ease that he 
brings to his TV roles. 

He dealt with interruptions brilliantly, 
showed excellent timing and even gave us a 
fresh angle on the humour of over-groomed 
assistants on make-up counters. It helped 
compensate for his tendency to be preachy 
and to lift material from the last episode of 
his own Grandma’s House series the same 
week that it was aired. Unfortunate.

SUBTITLED The Susan Boyle Musical, 
this show based on the life story of the 
Britain’s Got Talent singing sensation has 
a bonus most tributes can’t boast - the 
woman herself waiting in the wings. 

The theatre erupted when she stepped 
out in a shimmering red dress to sing THAT 
song. Her voiced cracked a little, prompting 
the 51-year-old Scot to pull an ‘oops’ face 
but she nailed it with the big crescendo in 
the anthemic song from Les Miserables. 

A cheeky wiggle and a twinkle in her eye 
and she asked if we wanted another, follow¬ 
ing I Dreamed A Dream with the defiant 
and celebratory Who I Was Born To Be. 

Extraordinary 

Was the show that preceded this brief but 
extraordinary performance any good? Yes. 

Boyle’s wasn’t the first standing ovation. 
Elaine C Smith also had the audience on 
their feet for her portrayal of the dowdy, 
unconfident spinster hiding an incredible 
talent. The Rab C Nesbitt TV actress 
(Smith played Rab’s long-suffering wife 
Mary) got the blend of timid and feisty 
right, and it helped that she has a strong 
singing voice. 

Songs from the 1960s and 70s (most 
covered on Boyle’s three albums) sung to a 
recorded soundtrack charted the story 
from school bullying for being “different”, 
via fledgling romance crushed by an over- 
protective father, to a lonely existence after 
the deaths of her parents. And then looked 


at the global stardom brought by Britain’s 
Got Talent and the power of one YouTube 
clip, enhanced by a set made up of dozens of 
TVs. 

The production, which suggested Boyle 
wants to be a singer not a celebrity, didn’t 
flinch from insults hurled by bullies, both 
in the playground and the national press. 

The use of songs to illustrate these 
phases were sometimes inspired. The lyrics 
of Janis Ian’s At Seventeen fit perfectly. 
The use of Stealers Wheel’s Stuck In The 
Middle With You while she waited in line 
with TV talent show wannabes was a ter¬ 
rific set piece. 

But the show, co-written by Smith with 
Alan McHugh, often lapsed into cliched dia¬ 
logue despite a few sparky lines - like when 
her singing teacher asked her to try scales 
and she admitted being “chunky”. 

I anticipated sentimentality, however, 
the scenes where her parents’ deaths saw 
them going upstairs to a shining door like 
taking a staircase to heaven was a bit much. 

The audience loved it but I wonder if they 
would have turned up in such numbers if 
the woman herself had not been making an 
appearance. 

One thing is clear, Susan Boyle has 
become an icon for anyone who feels under¬ 
rated, excluded, uncool, bypassed or forgot¬ 
ten - and anyone who hopes that dreams 
can come true.

Red Bull’s Sebastian Vettel 
finished ahead of the field 
to claim his sixth pole 
position in seven races 
during the 2011 campaign. 
Six different drivers have 
taken the honours in as 
many Grands Prix at the 
start of the campaign for 
the first time in Formula 1 
history, and with the likes of 
Hamilton yet to taste 
victory, a seventh different 
winner cannot be ruled out.
